Two babes in the woods have been 


succored by an Empress and a Marquis.

The calf ia like its dam or sire, often 
not only in outward character, but in in- 
ternal ones, or even acquired disposi- 
tion. Sometimes the oflapring does not 
resemble the parent, but rather the 
grandparents, or somo still more re- 
mote ancestor. 
So, we add this to our 


rule. We also find it a rule that cer- 
tain qualities usually accompany cer- 
tain others—seem to be correlated. 
Again, we find the law of compensa- 
tions. 
If an animal ia remarkably de- 


veloped in on§ direction, we do not ex- 
pect it to be equally good in other di- 
rections. Some chtiriicteristics are di- 
rectly opposed to each other, while oth- 
ers may exist, in the same animal. Wo 
muHt, usually, make our choice between 
an animal remarkably good in one di- 
rection and comparatively inferior in 
SOIUB others, or one which is reasonably 
f 


ood for several purposes, without won- 
erftil excellence in any ono direction. 
Wo can secure voruitious from any an- 
cestral type by chttngiug tho "corttli- 
linus of life," by changing tho food and 
uaru, itnil general motto of treatment. 
It must over be borne in mind thai nt- 
teutiou to feeding and cure generally 
must go hand in hand with attention to 
breeding. 


In applying those principles to breed- 


ing dairy cows, we must know what we 
mean by such a cow. 
All COWH j^ive 


millc, ana so are dairy cows iuouo sense. 
There aro at least thrai distinct types of 
cows which may appropriately be call 
cd dairy cows, as contrasted with bccf- 
producing cows: first, the cow which 
givog a very largo flow of milk, without 
much regard to its quality; second, the 
cow which gives a reasonably large 
quantity of milk, especially rich in fat:: 
or butter; and, third, the cow which 
gives a large quantity of milk of fair 
quality—tho ciioaue cow. Each of these 
types inay be the "best" in a given set 
of conditions. An ideal dairy cow would 
be one which, with tho accompaniments 
of beauty, good disposition, and good 
constitution, would give a very large 
quantity of milk of tlie desired quality; 
making the best possible use of the food 
eaten, continuing a largo flow of milk 
for eleven months of tho year, year after 
year to a good old age, and then readily 
fattening into a choice beaf animal. It 
is impossible to reich this ideal fully, 
but we may approach it. There are 
many who will do best .to make some 
one quality, as quantity or richness of 
milk, tho one gr^at consideration; but 
the great mass of the cows to be bred, 
and those best for tho average dairy- 
men, are those in which there is milk-

sofa wak.es up and begins to rub her 
eyes. " Oh, that's my papa," she cries, 
laughing, too, and stretching ont her 
arms. " I got lost this afternoon, papa, 
and now I'm found again, and her 
name's Dolly.

What is her individual merit? No breed 
is perfect; none is free from poor ani- 
mals. The ultimate test of the value 
of a breed or a 
family 
is 
the 


usefulness of the animals composing It. 
Better breed from a good cow with a 
good pedigree. 
The characteristics of 


the parents will much more probably be 
transmitted than will the characteristics 
of more remote ancestors. 
But the 


valui/pf a !g9H>4 °"?w, for breeding, in 
very greatly increased if it be known 
that she bos inherited her qualities 
throcgh a long line of good ancestors. 
Hence the second question should be, 
What is her breeding ? The selection of 
the sire is, ordinarily, even more im- 
portant. ExceMence or inferiority as 
milk-producers can 
be transmitted 


through the male as well as through the 
female, and, in most oases, the bull is 
the sire of many calves, while the cow 
produces but one annually. 
Here the 


great question is the breeding. 
There 


are " signs " of value, not arbitrary 
ones but indications in form and minor j 
points which are usually associat- d with j 
good quality as dairy cows; but nono j 
nor all of these are equally satisfactory !

Of the various distinct broods of cows 


in this country, we may leave out of 
view, in considoring the material at 
hand from which to breed dairy cows, 
the Devon, the Galloway, and the Here- 
ford, as also the Texan. There are good 
milk cows in each of the breeds named, 
but the judgment of the dairy public is 
that they are not dairy breeds, and of 
somo we have so few in the country 
that they can play no important part 
in breeding for some time to conic. 
Among the recognized " dairy breods" 
wo have the Ayresuire, tho Holstein, 
and Jersey as the typo of the Cnannel- 
Island cattle. The Ayrshire does not 
grow in favor. With warm friends who 
incline to the brood, it must bo ad- 
mitted that it has not. reached the popu- 
larity which was expected. 
Tho Hoi- 


stein is a favorite, in some sections of 
tho West 
especially. 
Undoubtedly 


many of the cows of the breed produce 
very large quantities of milk. They are 
not good beef-producers. The Jersey is 
ono of the most popular breeds, and un- 
questionably deserves the reputation of 
giving unusually rich milk. I like t"e 
Jersey much, but I do not believe it is 
the basis from which to breed dairy 
cows for tho West. 
The most widely 


known and by far the must common of 
the pure breeds of cattle in the West is 
the Short-Horn generally bred with 
special reference to beef-production 
alone. The reputation of the breed has 
justly suffered so far us milk-production 
is concerned, yet there arc few better 
dairy cows than are to bo found in this 
breed, and it has had more ta do with 
improving the "common" cows of tho 
West than all others combined. If wo 
accept the vi w that the average dairy 
cow should be fairiy adopted for beef 
when, because of accident, or age, or 
failure to breed, it is desired to dispose 
of her, there is no breed better fitted for 
producing cows than is the Short-Horn. 
It is for eaoh breeder to decide what his 
aim shall bo; when decided, he should 
work on a well-fired plan. It will not 
be wise to buy every "good cow," to 
cross in succession a half-dozen breeds, 
simply because each has merit as a dairy 
breed. 


In any event, the very large majority 


of all the cows bred for dairy purposes 
during the next ten years will have for 
their dams "common" or grade cows. 
If care be taken inselecting these dams, 
it need not be regretted that they are 
not pure bred. Among the so-called 
"common" cows in the dairy regions of 
the West are to be found many which 
are equals of the average breed of cows 
in the world. 
When any collection of

Having decided what is wanted, the 


next itep will be the selection of the

It would be a great, 
mistake to cultivate a tendency to oat 
little.

Siiusdyc.—A. very nice way to cook 


sausages is to boil them first in water in 
a frying-pan; then oncnsing them in a 
covering of plain pie-crust, bake them 
until they are done. You may make a 
gravy, if you like, out of the water they 
were boiled in, adding browned Hour, a 
small piece of butter, and a little sum- 
mer savory. 


Heal English 1'lum I'tuMing.—l pouud 


of raisins, 1 pound of currants, 1 pound 
of beef-suet, 1 pound of breod-crumbs,4 
ounces of citron, 1 pound of sugar, half 
a nutmeg, grated, -n saltspoon of salt 
and as much powdered oinnamoo* Add 
9 or 10 eggs and i pint of brandy. Tfto 
bread-crumbs must not be soaked, Boil 
3 or 4 hours. 


Oatmeal Flour Blanc Manya.—Into 1 


quart of slightly salted boiling milk stir 
in 24 large Ublespooufuls of oat flour, 
adding a piece of butter and a table- 
spoonful of sugar. Uoil for 20 minutes, 
and turn into a wetted mold, or it may 
bo eaten warm. Cream and sugar form 
the best sauce. This is very nice for in- 
valids or infants, being very light and 
easy of digestion. 


To W(tsk Buckskin Gloves.—Make a 


suds and add a half a Ublespoouful of 
the magical ruixturo to it and wash tho 
gloves mil; or you may put them on 
your hands, taking a small piece of 
sponge or soft flannel and dipping it in- 
to the suds rub it over tuu gloves until 
they are cleansed, rinsing thotu with 
clear water. 
Hang them where the 


wind will blow tnem dry, or pull them 
in shape and dry by the fire. 


Oyster Patties.—Put the oysters in a 


sauce-pan with enough of the liquor to 
cover them; let them come to a boil, 
skim well, add 2 tcaspoonfuls of butter 
for 1 quart of oysters, season with pep- 
per and a little salt. 
Two or three 


spoonfuls of cream will add to the rich- 
ness. Have ready small tins lined with 
puff-paste; put 3 or 4 oysters in each, 
according to the si/.eof the patty; cover 
with paste and bake in a quick oven 2<) 
minutes; when done wash over the top 
with beaten egg and set in the oven for 
2 minutes to glaze. 


OulmcalJelly.—Take i pint of pearled 


oats; stir them into a quart of briskly 
boiling water with a small teaspoonful 
of salt in it. 
Cover tightly and sat the 


vessel in another vessel containing boil- 
ing water, or have a double boiler. Let 
it Doil continuously and very hard for 
2 hours. Do not lift the lid from it or 
stir it, as this impairs the flavor. When 
about to take it up have a mold wet 
with cold water, and then you may stir 
thoroughly from the bottom and pour 
ont. This will make a beautiful jelly. 
To be eaten with granulated sugar and 
cream. 


Buckw/Kdt 
Cukes.—To have good, 


wholesome, light buckwheat cakes, jou 
must get the very cleanest and nicest 
buckwheat—that free from all grit and 
dirt. Take i of granulated wheat flour, 
or i of oatmeal llour.to 3 of buckwheat. 
Make a batter of these with tepid water 
and a little salt, using any good lively 
yeast. Just before baking, add 1 spoon- 
ful or more, according to the quantity 
made, of molasses, and a small even 
spoonful of soda or 
baking-powder. 


The half of a yellow turnip is an excel- 
lent thing to rub your griddle with in- 
stead of a piece of pork or any other 
fat; obviating all the disagreeable odor 
of the griddle. 


Weddiny Cake.—I pound of powder- 


ed sugar and 1 pound good batter, rub- 
bed to a cream; next the well beaten 
yelks of 12 eggs; mix well before add- 
ing 4 pound lifted floor; then l-tabl«- 
spoontul of cinnamon, 2 tablespoonfuls 
nutmeg, 1 teaspoonfol cloves; then the ' 
well whipped whites of 12 eggs, added 
little at a time with another i pound of 
sifted floor: next 1 pound well washed 
and then ori»d currant*, dredged with 
flour, 1 pqnnd of raisins, seeded, dredg- 
ed-with floor; h pound ritroucnt into 
slltfe, dredged; at the last, 1 wi*»glaas 
of good brandy. This receipt makes 2 
large cakes. Bake 2 hours or longer in 
a moderately hot oven in deep tins lined 
with well buttered paper.
